Here’s an 
easy formula for home production, 

QUICK MIX VANILLAICECREAM 
3 eggs 
1/2 C, sugar 
1/2 tsp. salt 
1 Tbsp. vanilla 
1 can sweetened condensed milk 
2 qts. Half and Half 

Beat eggs till frothy. Add remaining ingredients and beat 

until thoroughly blended. pour into a gallon freezer can, 

To freeze: 1 part ice cream salt to 6 parts crushed ice. 
This will freeze ice cream slowty and make the smoothest 
ice cream, 

Pack the freezer 1/8 full of ice before adding any salt, 
then add the salt and the remaining ice and salt in alternate 
layers around the container until freezer is filled. Turn the 
cream evenly and slow'y at first until a slight pull is felt, 
then turn it more rapidly. Rinse top with clear water and 
remove dasher immediately.

Every news source on the Upland beat after catching 
my drawl brings up the “Negro riots” and watches 
alertly for my reaction.

One is that it’s easy to be an expert when you’re 
removed from the problem. Another is that the real 
leadership in America’s racial problem will probably 
come from the South where Negroes and whites have 
lived together longer. 

Then, it’s always shocking to tell the native here 
that I am one Southerner who wants integration is 
California as fast as it can come so that everyone can 
become familiar with the complex relationship. This 
would create more ‘‘Southern’’ points of view.

The California Public U- 
tilities Commission has ap- 
proved plans submitted at 
its direction for refunds to- 
taling $3,300,00 to Southern 
California natural gas cus-

The refunds will be made 
by Southern California Gas 
Company and Southern Coun- 
ties Gas Company of Cali- 
fornia because of reductions 
in the price paid pipeline 
companies for out of state 
gas since last January 1. 

Refunds will be for the 
period from January 1 to 
July 1, at which later date 
the local companies re- 
duced charges to their cus- 
tomers $8,970,000 per year.
